tance of Retail Credit, and fo I come back 
- tothe long handled Text, giving long Truft 
for Trifles, long Pay to Retailers, makes 
the Shop-keepers Pay IN, their Bills be un- 
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certain and good for nothing, and the 
Payments made by Retailers, Country 
Chapmen, and the like, is in England, the 
Wretchedeft and moft entangled thing in 
the World. 

And here begins the Ruine of that moft 
Effential Thing in Trade, call'd Paper-Cre- 
dit 5 which if rightly Eftablifh’d,and a Cur- 
tency of Inland-Bills obtain’d in Trade, 
England does not know the vaft Effects it 
would have upon Trade. The firfthour a 
Tradefmans Note was made Current, and 
the Tradefinan put into fucha pofture, that 
he could Comply with it, and that no Man 
fhould demand a Bill twice the firft hour 
I fay this could be done 4 you add 20 Mil- 
lions tothe Running Cath of the Nation; 
*tistrue, the real Stock is not increas’d, but 
the Imaginary Stock in Bills, they being as

Sacred,as Money and Current have this un- 
doubted effect, that youwould never have 
a {carcity of Money, upon any Emergency 
Trade would always be fupply’d. 

Bills are a Specie in their kind; their ef- 
ficient Benefit confifts in their Currency, 
and lafts as long, andno longer; a Bill for 
100]. isin its Natural Being but a bit of 
Paper, but in its Effeét, it is as much 1007. 
to me, as fo much Silvery for if it is Cur- 
rent, it will obtain, either the Intereft of 
aHundred Pound, or the Value of a Hundred 
Pound, out of any Man’s Warehoufe, ora 
Hundred Pound in Money, if I carry it 
back. 

Now as Audibras tells us, 


The Value of @ Thing, 
Fuft as much Money as "twill bring. 


It is Vain then to Debate the Specifick 
difference, between the Silver, and the Pa- 
per ; the Paper is as much Money to me 
as the Silver, if it will pafs for a much in 
Exchange for what J want, the way then 
to treble the Value of our Stock in Trade, 
is to make Current the Tradefmens Dits 5 
if every Banker has as much Stock in his 
Trade ashe can pafs upon his Credit in 
Bills. fo would every Shopkeeper. 

The Circulation of thefe Bills indeed is 
their Life, and therefore a ftop of the 
Circulation in Trade, like that of the Blood, 
throws the Body into Palfies, Pleurifies, and 
Mortal Diftempers, and the beft Banks we 
everhad, receive a Blow upon all fuch Oc- 
cafions. 

Bot in the common Currency of Trade, 
the Strength of every Man’s Cafh would 
fupport his Bills, and thefe Bills again main- 
tain the ftrength of his Cafh; and the Ad- 
vantage is endlefs, becaule as the Credit 
of Bills depends upon their Currency in 
Trade; fo, if that Cartency is Maintain’d, 
he who always pun€tuaity Anfwers his 
Bills, makes them Equivatent ro Money, 
not to himfelf alone, but to every body 
elfe that receives them. 

Soppofe [have a Bil’ under the Hand 


of a Tradefman, for 100], at Demand; if 


I know my Bill is good, and chat it will — 


pafs to the Perfon I am to Pay Money to, — 


to what purpofe fhould I give my felf the 
Trouble to Receive the Money?Let him re- — 
ceive itthat lamto Pay to; he fays the 
like toa Third, and he to a Fourth, and 
fo on, till che Bill runs through fo many 


Hands, and has been kept out fo long, that 


the Man having occafion to give another 
Bill ont of the fame Nature to another, 
Pays this Bill in the room of that ; and then 
that Circulates till he gives out another, 


and fo on, that only by Paffing thefe Bills, 


he keepsthe Hundred Pound in his Hand 
feven Year, turns it and winds icin Trade, 
gets 10 per Cent, three or four times by 


returning it, and his Credit pafing in the 


Bills, keeps off the Payment, and fupplies 
him with this Money without Intereft. 

If any Man will give himfelf leave to 
Examine this Nicely, let him but tell me 
what fhall not a Tradefman get, when his 
Reputation being rais’d by Current Pay- 
ment toa due Heigth, for aothing elfe wi 
do it, he fhall pafs his Bills thus for ten thou. 
fand Pound, Trade for four times that Sum 
in a year, put his own Stock out to Intereft, 
and pay all Mankind in Paper. 

To fay he mutt pay thefe Notes at laft, 
is to fay nothing, or at leaft to fay nothing, 
but what fhall further illuftrate what I am — 
upon ; for he fhall never pay them, but 
while he at the fame time coins new Notes, 
as faft as he pays the old ones off, and he — 
fhall never ceafe the Circulation , unlefs by 
any Defeét he dif-obliges his Credit, makes 
afull Stop, or lays down his Trade. 

How far fuch a general Currency of Cre- 
dit might be extended, is hardly to be con- 
ciev’d, how ufeful it might be made tothe 
prefent publick Exigence of the War, and 
to what Height the Currency of Bills from 
the Exchequer, might be made to rife, is 
a thing, Iknow, fome People donotlove 
to hear, and which J purpofely defer e0 ano- 
ther Occafion.
